Mayor Davis and Commissioners 
tBrennan, Bagel, Knollenberg 
and 
Newman met Wednesday morning in 
the mayor s office for an informal 
consideration of the proposition re­ 
cently submitted by the Jacksonville 
Water company. 
Tile 
conference 
lasted for two hours and the w*hole 
m a tte r was gone over. 
It was the 
announced intention of the council 
Monday to hold such a conference 
and later to invite Capt. Mackey to 
attend a meeting and discuss 
the 
proposition. 
Capt* Mackey has been 
asked to attend a meeting this morn 
ing and it will be held I ^ginning at 
about 10:80 o’clock. 
The commis­ 
sioners 
agreed 
that 
if the prop­ 
osition should finally lie changed to 
meet their approval that then 
It 
would be submitted to a vote of the 
people. 
It developed yesterday in the con­ 
ference that the mayor and 
each 
commissioner had some special idea 
with reference to the proposition and 
many new points were brought out 
In the discussion. 
For the past four 
or five weeks Commissioner Brennan 
has been keeping a record of the 
amount of water pumped into the 
reservoir for the purpose of making 
some figures as to the cost. 
There 
was no intention to take in the cost 
of distribution or collection as the 
figures desired for comparison were 
only as to the cost of water in the 
reservoir. 
Mr. 
B rennan’s 
record 
shows the cost of pumping water to 
/ i e 2% cents ijier thusand gallons. 
in this cost he has taken account 
of the coal consumed, labor cost and 
the cost for ordinary o r running re­ 
pairs. 
Ne deterioration or insurance 
expenses nor interest on investment 
were taken into account. 
The com 
miawioners followed this 
plan 
of 
making the estimate liecause if the 
prajiosition by the company were ac 
eepted the city would still have its 
money invested in the present plant, 
the same amount of insurance would 
lie (Harried and the pay roll would lie 
practically the same as fire would 
lie kept under the lioilers for use 
in case the water company’s pipe 
line failed. 
In the discussion on e 
objection 
urged to the proposition was that the 
water company has stipulated that 
the daily consumption shall be one 
million gallons per day whereas the 
average daily consumption is not that 
much. 
For example at present the 
daily consumption is about 700,000 
gallons and the city would not want 
to contract to use one minion gal­ 
lons per day if it would not 
sell 
such amount to consumers. 
•Another point mentioned was the 
leakage of water from the reservoir. 
Even when the reservoir was in good 
repair it was found that a big daily 
leakage occurred and 
last 
winter 
during the severe weather the leaks 
were so much enlarged by expansion 
and contraction that the standpipe 
Instead of the reservoir had to lie 
need for a n urn lier of w eeks. 
The 
leakage is always greater in the win 
ter than in summer but in the lat­ 
ter period there is the matter of 
evaporation to take into account. 
If 
the city paid for water as received 
through a meter the amount going 
to waste through evaporation would 
have to lie paid for at the same rate 
as that which was sold to consumers. 
In the course of a y ear’s time the 
city uses at fire®, for flushing sew­ 
ers, in boilers at the light and wa­ 
ter 
plants, a considerable amount 
of w ater which would have to lie 
paid for. 
in figuring the cost of 
producing water at the city plant 
no record or estimate is made of 
the amount used for these purposes. 
Onother objection raised was to 
the section which reads as follows: 
03). 
That if at any time after 
the expiration of three years from 
the date of the contract referred to 
the city authorities or the people of 
the city feel aggrieved at the rate 
being paid by the city for the water 
furnished by the water company it, 
or they shall have tile right to make 
an* application to the circuit court of 
Morgan county, Illinois, for a reduc­ 
tion of said rate. 
And the said court 
shall give both parties the right to 
submit such arguments and evidence 
as they may deem necessary, and if 
after a careful hearing of such evi­ 
dence and arguments, the judge of
